REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 15-25 and 27-28 are considered allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the cited prior art, either alone or in combination discloses or reasonably 
suggests a method of recycling a lithium-based battery specifically comprising dry 
crushing at room temperature and removing an anion comprising a salt dissolved in the 
battery electrolyte wherein the salt comprises hexafluorophosphate PF 6 anion and it is 
stabilized in an aqueous solution by means of LiCI.
